AI-Huaaynl la an liAtSStial Arab leader who fouoUi Ujc mtlBh mud ~ 
the Zionists for 30 years In Palestine* He lived In Egypt before 
Naelr's regliae* When the dictator came to power he tried to exploit 
him for furtbaring his own prestige* The Huftl refused, so Naslr suspended 
all financial support to him and placed him under constant survelUanoe* 
The Cairo press then concentrated at^eks do him with a view to casting 
doubts on his Integrity* When the Arab experts conference was held 
In Lebanon, Mufti naked Naalr for pennlsslon to go to hsmascus, 
thence managed to cross into Lebanon* Ever since, the Mufti baa 
been warning the Peleatlnlana In Lebanon aga ln at HeslrU ddsl^n* ^tod 
his special brand of Arab nationalism* There have been two abortive 
attempts on his life by Naslr's agents in Lebanon*

To thwart interference In the elections by Eg^^tlan late llt ge n ca, 
the Lebanese interior minister, a foxuer supporter of the dictsitor, 
has prohibited the display of Hasir*a portrait beside those 
of his candldatea* Until very recently Lebanon was divided between 
pro-»Raalr end anti«Hesir elements, but now the aituatloo has changsd* 

The present elections era being fought on the baala of domeatic 
Issues* The leaders in Lsbanon have come to realise that Kaair 
wanted to use them to occupy Lebanon and then dominate Jordan and 
Iraq* The Mazonite patriarch, who wields ionense influance in Imbanon, 
withdrawn his support for Naslr* 
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(Suooary) the Lebanese eeourlty authorities hm recently uncovered a 
gang engaged In espionage, sabotage, and munm* One of Its prlnolpal alas 
was the assasalnatlon of Hal Amtn al^ftiBaynL Mufti of Palestine, who fled 
the terrorist regljse In^Egypt and sougbi refuge 111 UUSUiUU* THTs gang was 
under orders to Inflltrade Labanese parties, organlaatlons, and trade unions 
and Its duties Included the publication of books and specific articles In 
Beirut papers* The authorities arrested Kamil Mlmar, Hasan Nashshar, and 
Uusnl al-YUslf and brought them for trial before the military Investigation 
magistrate In Beirut* The security authorities have proof that the gang 
had forged registers and seals to provide Its members with Identity cards 
under false names* 

The Lcbaviese papers reported that a major Arab state had sponsored this 
gang* Although no country baa mentioned by nmne, responsibility for this 
network falls unquestionably on the Ublted Arab Republic, or core precisely, 
on Naslr* At the gang's headquarters the authorities have seised recording 
machines and recorded conversations of certain envoys, together with other 
documents that could have revived the disturbances In Lebanon If they were 
exploited. The Lebanese pai)ers also blamed most of the Incidents in Lebanon 
on this dangerous network, which acted on directives from Naslr and bis 
agent In Damascus, Abd aX-Haqla aA-3erraj* The gang had staged the 
shooting on the oar of former premier Sami as*SuXh and exploded a bomb 
aiaong a church gathering In the Al-Ashraflyah quarter of Beirut, which 
resulted in three persons killed and 93 wounded* The gathering Inolutfed 
the premier and the liaronlte patriarch* The bomb was Intended to spark 
an InterraAlal war between Chflstlans and Moslems in Lebanon* 

In 1958 Naslr fomented the disturbances in Lsbanon and fed it with millions 
of pounds at the expense of his impoverished people, with secret broadcasts, 
seditious Xeafleta, and bombs* He is the only person who benefits ftom tbe 
return of unrest to Lebanon* Naslr, who dreams of setting up an Arab 
empire, sees In Lebanon a stumbling block In the way of extending bis 
domination to Iraq and Saudi Arabia* Thanks to tbe loyalty of Its people, 
Lebanon survived tbe 1958 ordeal and Its newly formed government bes proved 
a dlsappolniment to Naslr's hopes of subservience* A prosperous and f^ee 
Lebanon cannot but cauee anxiety to Naslr, tbo consider j It a thorn In his 
side* However, Lebanon will stand forever as a rock on which Naslr's 
Intrigues will be dashed*
